From an old journal that was 
kept in 1815 by a merchant of 
Oswego it would appear that it 
cost the citizens of that city somes" 
thing to live in those days. Ans 
thracitc coal was unknown, and 
for illuminating purposes candles 
and whale oil were used. Salt in 
those days was as much a necessity 
as now, but it cost $1,25 per bush- 
el, or $5.38 per barrel. Whiskey 
was worth Si. a gallon, tea $3 a 
pund, corn $1 a bushel, tobacco 
44 cents a pound, sugar 20 cents 
per pound, loaf ill cents a pound. 
cambric $1 a yard, dimity $i per 
yard, molasses $1.44: a gallon, rai- 
sins SO cents per pound, shirting? 
88 cents per yard, potatoes 44 
cents per bushel, rye and wheat. 
11.10 per bushel, red flannel 88 
cents per yard, oil, $1 per gallon. 
The drinker and the smoker 
had a good time in those early 
days, and the family man had it 
not nearly so good. Now, happi- 
ly, whiskey and tobacco cost more 
and necessaries cost very, very 
much less. Dress goods and foods 
now be used freely by those 
who, if living in 1815, would have 
had a calico dress once in several 
years and had sugar but very seK 
dom. The "old days" were not as 
good as these. — Retail Groceries'

On account of the n 
weather the air compressor for 
the copper mine in this county 
didn't arrive until last Friday. 
They commenced at once to in- 
stall it and likely by this time it 
is in working order, which will. en- 
able them to sink the shaft much 
faster than by hand drilling. 

We are informed that the work 
of cutting the Briar Patch ditch 
on the lower end is still progress- 
ing and quite likely a nine 
ger force will be added in a 
time. We are anxious to si 
canal completed, It runs through 
an undeveloped section of L 
kins rich gold fields and to a 
which is known to be -vastly 
by every resident of this county 
knowing anything about mining. 
Messrs. Asbury and Wild com- 
menced cutting the Cavendi 
Creek ditch last Monday as they 
intended, and the work will be 
pushed forward as rapidly as the 
weather will admit. As stated 
in last weeks Nugget, they have 
until June to complete it, but want 
to get the canal done as quick as 
possible so the owners of the 
mine can go ahead w-ith their 
work, for Cavender's Creek mine 
;is like all others ; nct -having suffi- 
cient water to operate it, worthless, 
but with .this ditch and the 
mine properly managed the com- 
pany will make good money. 

Work at Crown Mountain -moves 
steadily on with good prospects, 
and the stockholders of th: 
pan-y need not have any fears of 
ultimate results, provided the 
mine is run twelve months in the 
year. Of course with the present 
insufficient power during the dry 
seasons this can not be done. 
Right at a time when the days 
were long and the weather most 
favorable tke plant had to be 
closed down. But we are glad to 
state that the company is prepar- 
:ig to overcome this big obstacle 
y building a dam at the Gorge, 
several miles lower down on the 
Chestatee river than the first one, 
which will furnish ample power -to 
run this magnificent plant all the 
year round. 

The clean up down at the Lock- 
hart last week by Mr. Maxwell 
was again very satisfactory. Un- 
der new arrangements the ore 
will be handled much more cheap- 
er now than heretofore. The tun- 
nel from which the ore is being 
taken is about 400 feet long, 
to this time the ore was rolled 
from the vein out in wheelbarrows 
to the mouth of the ' tunnel, aud 
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liuutes, and on 
27th, one hour and thirteen min- 
utes—and this office does not feel 
at liberty to bold the carrier quits 
so long. 

I have m found it necessary to 
hold back the mail carrier. qa that 
lino more than half the time res 
cently, in order to get the mail 
that comes up on that train from 
Atlanta. There are six or eight 
other trains that bring mail to the 
city during the day and night but 
it is important to wait for that 
mail tram, because, it .brings the 
morning papers from Atlanta, Ma- 
con and Montgomery. I "appre- 
ciate the anxiety of the people of 
Dahlonega to ,g.et -the morning 
Constitution the same day it comes 
out; and, as above, stated, I often 
hold back the carrier on the Dah- 
lonega route in order to get that 
mad off. If I know the train is 
pproaching and will arrive with- 
in thirty or forty minutes of 
schedule time I delay the mail car- 
der so as to get-it and send it.,on. 
If the train is too far behind i 
permit the carrier to depart withs 
out it. It would be unjust to de- 
tain the carrier too long and throw 
him in the night getting to Dab> 
lonega. I have found the officials 
of the Southern railway depot 
very pleasant and .accommodating 
in answering us over the phone as 
to how far behind the trains are. 
We have exerted ourselves in 
this office to speed the Dahlonega 
mail. 'And believing it proper to 
take this liberty, I have reported 
to the department the manner in 
which I have assumed the respon- 
sibility of disregarding the sched- 
ule in order to promote the ser- 
vices and baye informed \ the de- 
partment that I shall continue, to 
do so unless otherwise instructed, 
and thus far, no instructions toue'h- 
ng the matter diave been received. 
Your readers, and all the good 
people of Dahlonega, may rest ass 
sured that everything will be done 
in this office that is possible to 
promote the service; and when the 
morning papers fail to come <■ you 
may know that the fault rests on 
the Southern railway and -cot on 
the highly esteemed young men of 
this office.

r that there are not 
ree gold ores in G'eorgia, but that 
re is "poofc'ety" and "streaky," 
■hich is not only true of high 
rade free gold ores in Georgia, 
ut of the West, and in dealing 
•ith the subject I shall speak en- 
irelyef the sulphide ores— the 



veins. I have obtained assays 
from the sulphide ores of Georgia 
of far greater value than the ores 
of the same character of Leadville 
and of Clear Creek and Gilpin 
counties, Colorada. The miners 
of Georgia knew these assay val- 
ues. Yet they fail; in most in- 
stances, to place the- property on 
a producing and paying basis. 
There are two reasons for their 
failure and they are that the ores 
have not been- either scientifically 
mined or treated. 

These sulphide ores at surface 
and practically at surface, rang- 
ing in depth from surface to 40 
feet below surface, a-re in an oxi- 
dized condition. The values of 
the vein in that oxidized condition 
are partially free, and even in 
that condition, the stamp mill 
will not save over 40 per cent of 
the assay value, for the reason 
that while the gold is apparently 
free, that it can be seen with the 
naked eye in= the- pan, it is- not 
free,, for it is covered with a 
transparent film of oxidized iron 
which prevents amalgamation 
with the quicksilver on the copper 
plates of a stamp mill, and only 
that portion of the- gold amalga- 
mates which comes in direct con- 
tact with the stamps, crushing 
the film and exposing ragged 
edges of free g.eld r which the 
quicksilver catches, and should 
that ragged edge not come in con- 
tact with the quicksilver, but the 
edge which is- still covered with 
the film, that gold passes over the 
plate and into the tailings and is- 
lost. 

While this ore is in that con- 
dition, an oxidized one, at surface, 
the further the ore is removed by 
sinking, from atmospheric action, 
the less even partially free gold is 
seen in the pan, and when the 
sinking is carried beyond the at- 
mosphereic influences and the 
action of the surface waters, we 
find the ore in a pure sulphide 
character -and no portion of the 
assay value can be saved on the 
copper plates— the stamp mill 
process-— the one entirely used in 
the past in Georgia. 1>. have vis- 
ited several properties where the 
ore, as exposed, is a sulphide ore 
and find them trying to save the 
values, as shown by their assays, 
with a stamp mill. These sul- 
phide ores are a smelting ore, 
simple. No other pro- 
cess wiil save them. They have 
fn i> n roasted and. fiaxed. 

Again the- Georgia miner has, 
even with his stamp mill, .m the 
treatment of the oxidized portion 
of the vein, made the mistake in 
thinking that all matter between 
the walls of a vein was ore beam- 
ing, and has put through his milT 
all vein matter, regardless of that 
portion of the vein which was 



opened, but that on the contrary, 
some portions of the vein, along 
its course from one point to 
another, will be ore-bearimg ; and 
then will come in a barren portion 
and remain so for some distance, 
vary in each particular case, and 
then again the ore will come in. 

There is more feet of develop- 
ment work in shafts, tunnels and 
drifts on Mineral Hill, in the 
Cripple Creek district, from 
which as yet there has-never been 
shipped a carload of ore, than 
there is in the entire southern belt 
from Alabama to Virginia, 

Let the Georgia miner spend 
more money. in development and 
less in stamp mills, and other 
processes, and after development 
ship his ore to his smelter, here 
at your gates, and Georgia, will 
take her place among the best of 
the gold producing states of this 
country." 



Lemon Juice Will Prevent 
Typhoid. 

New York, Dec. St.— Dr. Ern- 
est G. Ledele president of the 
health department, referring to 
the discovery said to have been 
made recently in England that 
lemon price would kill t3'phoid 
germs in water and to have been 
pro'ved-hy experiments in Chicas 
go, says he knows these experi- 
ments to have been tried often be 4 - 
fore and that many physicians 
treat their typhoid patients with 
lemon juice. 

'T haven't made experiments 
myself but I am sure that lemon 
juice in water will kill germs if 
eaough is used,. Orange juice will 
do the same thing,, and, in fact, we 
have been feeding patients that 
right along. There is nothing 
new in this discovery of lemon 
juice. It takes more orange juice 
than lemon juice, because the for 
mer has not so much citric acid 
in it and yet it is powerful neu 
tralizer. There is do doubt that 
acid will kill typhoid germs.

If yo-ur 
neighbor is prosperous he is able; to 
help liberally in the support. of 
the schools, the churches and other 
publicnnaiteis— he can help yon 
carry burdens which otherwise 
you must carry without bi3 help. 

If your neighbor is not prospei 
ous he cannot help you carry the 
burdens of school, church and 
other matters, he cannot build nice 
houses, make substantial improve- 
ments, he cannot help carry the 
tax burdens for he has nothing to 
pay upon. 

If you help your neighbor's 
business you help your own, no 
matter who he is or in what call- 
ing he is engaged.— Calhoun Times.
